' I've hiked in no new places this 
week but I've been busy with 
lawns to mow, a few bushes to 
cut, an afternoon out in the boat, 
and a few strawberries to pick; so 
the week went fast. 

A few mornings as the run rose 
above the horizon and lingered 
above the mountains, fog rose 
from across the pond and the sun 
‘was a cool smoldering orange, 

I moved down the driveway on 
such a morning and suddenly came 
to a filock of goldfinches. They 
flew to the lawn, golden bundles, 
that might have been flung from 
the morning. sun on the fog-damp 
Jawn, They are interesting’ to 
watch, as they fill the air with 
their canary-like warblings and 
eling to the young branches, : 

The air was filled with essence 

of flowers, ferns, and moist things 
from the woods. At my left I 
could hear the confused chippings 
of young birds. At my. right Mrs. 
Robin sat on her nest while Mr. 
strutted beneath her tree, Myriads 
of bees were filling in with sound. 
The humming bird whose wings 
were a whirl, going so fast, yet he 
gave an illusion of stillness. His 
long bill seemed held by a mag- 
net as he poked it into a trumpet 
flower. The swallows nesting in 
tthe house on the corner of the 
garage, are as a rule, quiet and 
orderly. To me there is no more 
graceful bird in the air. They 
seem to have a sense of fun, as 
they play tag when they are fly- 
ing, : 
June, when we expect the per- 
fect days with air as sweet as wild 
strawberries has disappointed us 
with its frequent rains. But the 
mornings between three and five, 
rain or shine, bring us the many 
birds’ songs, musie of joy and de- 
light all rolled into one. Above 
dt all comes the ethereal quality of 
the song of the thrush. As I lis- 
ten I lose the sense of time. It 
seems to harmonize with the 
sounds of the forest, the whisper- 
ing breeze, or the fall of the rain- 
drops. These things I learn all 
over again each June. 

‘As the bend of the driveway we 
have lost another elm. It was at 
least a century old with a diame- 
ter of 57 inches; located where 
over the years it had received sun- 
shine for most of the time of its 
seemingly effortless growth to- 
ward perfection. Lately it had lost 
fits beauty and strength and had 
become dangerous, 

The men examined it, observing 
which way it was to fall. Then 
after preliminary coughing, the 
saws huffed away enthusiastically, 
splitting the quietness with a busy 
sound. The teeth of the saws ate 
steadily toward the center of the 
‘tree, They sawed through wood and 
time until branches and twigs ab- 
ove them were held by a thread. I 
watched with a mixture of melan- 
choly and awe as the giant began 
to tremble at the top and then,

' Ive hiked in no new places this 
week but I've been busy with 
Jawns to mow, a few bushes. to 
cut, an afternoon out in the boat, 
and a few strawberries to pick; so 
‘the week went fast. 

A few mornings as the run rose 
above the horizon and lingered 
above the mountains, fog rosé 
from across the pond and the sun 
‘was a cool smoldering orange. 

I moved down the driveway on 
such a morning and suddenly came 
to a flock of goldfinches, They 
flew to the lawn, golden bundles, 
that might have been flung from 
the morning sun on the fog-damp 
Jawn. They are interesting’ to 
watch, as they fill the air with 
their canary-like warblings and 
cling to the young branches, 

The air was filled with essence 
of flowers, ferns, and moist things 
from the woods. At my left I 
could hear the confused chippings 
wf young birds. At my,right Mrs. 
Robin: sat on her nest while Mr. 
Strutted beneath her tree, Myriads 
of bees were filling in with sound. 

‘The humming bird whose wings 
were a whirl, going so fast, yet he 
gZave an illusion of stillness. His 
Jong bill.seemed held by a mag- 
net as he poked it into a trumpet 
flower, The swallows nesting in 
the house on the corner of the 
Garage, are as a rule, quiet and 
orderly. To me there is no more 
graceful bird in the air. They 
Seem to have a sense of fun, as 
they play tag when they are fly- 
ing, ; 

June, when we expect the per- 
fect days with air as sweet as wild 
strawberries has disappointed us 
with its frequent rains. But the 
mornings between three and five, 
rain or shine, bring us the many 
birds’ songs, music of joy and de- 
light. all rolled into one. Above 
it all comes the ethereal quality of 
the song of the thrush. As I lis- 
ten I lose the sense of time. It 
seems ‘to harmonize with the 
sounds of the forest, the whisper- 
ing breeze, or the fall of the rain- 
drops. These things I learn all 
over again each June. 

‘As the bend of the driveway we 
have lost another elm. It was at 
least a century old with a diame- 
ter of 57 inches; located where 
‘over the years it had received sun- 
shine for ntost of the time of its 
seemingly effortless growth to- 
ward perfection. Lately it had lost 
it: Deauty and strength and had 
become dangerous. 

The men examined it, observing 
which way it was to fall. Then 
after preliminary coughing, the 
saws huffed away enthusiastically, 
splitting the quietness with a busy 
sound, The teeth of the saws ate 
steadily toward the center of the 
‘tree. They sawed through wood and 
time until branches and twigs ab- 
ove them were held by a thread.

Because there are so many 
misconceptions about chiropractic 
and chiropractors, this column will 
attempt to straighten things out. _ 

First of all, chiropractic is nei- 
ther a cure-all nor a worthless 
practice. It has definite merits and 
definite limitations. Obviously you 
wouldn’t go to a chiropractor for 
a broken leg. Then the question 
is, when should you visit a chiro- 
practor? This series of columns 
will try to give you some usable 
Suidelines. The first step is to 
understand the basic principles of 
chiropractic. 

Your spine is made up of 24 
moveable. segments, called verte- 
brae. Running down through these 
vertebrae is the spinal cord, which 
is really a whole lot of nerves, 
sort of like communications lines 
from your brain. The nerves ex- 
tend out from between the verte- 
brae to send messages from the 


brain to the organs of the body. , 


, Sometimes a fall or a twist or 
jar moves a vertebrae out of its 
normal position.
